Farther, Applicant 
specifically states that no amendment to any claim herein should be construed as a disclaimer 
of any interest in or right to an equivalent of any element or feature of the amended claim. 

Applicant apprwiates the Examiner's indication that claims 17-24 are allowed. 
However, for at least the reasons discussed below. Applicant submits that all claims herein 
are patentable. 

Claims 25-34 stand rejected under 35 U.S-C. § 1 1 2, first paragraph. The claims are 
amended in accord with tfie Examiner's suggestions.

Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to reconsider 
and withdraw the rejections of claims 25-34.
